Wlio, ofter being by me duly sworn, on oath deposes dtid says! I work at tha Texas Theatre at 231 
West JeffersiKi, 6-2^1. I have vorked there since I^ovenber 2li, 1952. 3Qn 
JViday, llovcm'bar 22, 15^, at approxlinately lt30 HI or a little later I was 
forking in the ticket o^ce at the theater. I vas llsteninlf to ly transietor 
jadlo, and KUF had justf announced that President Kennedy nil! dead. I had 
fust seen a police car gj)|ifest on Jefferson. As the police "oent by, a nan 
ducked inside the theatetfi My boss, Mr. John A, Callahan went outside, got in 
his car and left to see where the police were going, I stopped from the box 
bffioe to the front and looked west. 1'!hen I turned around, Jdinny Brewer, 
Manager of Hardy's Shoes Store, was standing there. As I started back in the 
box office, Johnny asked me if I sold that man a ticket. I asked hdm what man. 
He said that man that just ducked in here. I told i&a no, I didn't, bat I had 
noticed hiffl as he ducked in here. I asked Johnny if be would go inside and see 
if ha could see him. He went in and looked, then came out and Said that he . 
didn't see him. I told Johnny that he had to be in there, and that he was 
running from the Police for something. I then asked Johhny to prop the center 
door open so I could see the concession. Then I adced Jchnny and Warren 
Burroughs, an uEher, to go and look again real good and check the lounges as 
well. Then the two of them came back out, and Johnny said he just wasn't in 
there. Jotinny said that be had heard a seat pop as if somecne had gotten out 
of it, but didn't see anyone. I told him tJiat I was going to call ttie Police 
and aslced hin and Warren to check the two exits to see if thoy had been opened 
and if not, to stand by them. I called the Police Department, and some woman 
answered, and I told her lliat I wanted to talk to an officer about a suspect. 
She referred me to a man, and X told him that this is the Texas Theatre at 
231 VJest Jefferson. 1 told him that I knew that you men are very busy, but 
that I have a man in the theater that is running from you fcr soma reason. 
The officer asked me what made me think he was running from us. I told him 
when the police drove by, that the nan ducked in. The officer asked me if the 
man bought a ticket, and I told him no, he did not.- Then he asked me what made 
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ne so sura that he was in the theatre. I told him that I knew he was in there, 
heoBuse he couldn't have pone by me. I told htm to oall It woman'e intuition, 
or whatever he liked, hut that man is in the theater, and he's running from 
you people, for something. I told the officer that I had just heard officially 
that the President had been assasai&atad. I told him that I didn't know if 
this man had anything to do with it or not, but that he was running from seme- 
thing. The officer asVed me if the man fit the description of the suspect. I 
told him that I didn't know because I hadn't heard the description of the 
suspect. I told the officer that I would describe the man to him, and that he 
could take it from there. After I gave the officer the desoriptlcn of the man 
in the theater, he said, "Thank you, we'll be ri^t there". I then called the 
projectionist on the intercom and asked him if he could see anyone, and told 
him that I had called the police. He told me that he couldn't and asked if I 
wanted him to stop the pictxjre. I told hisi, "No',' just to let ife go until they 
get here. In a minute or two the police were there. There were some motorcycle 
officers, some uniformed officers in squad cars, and some plain clothes officers. 
They all rushed in the theater carrying guns. Some had pistols and some had 
shotguns. I didn't see anything that went on inside the theater. In a natter 
of about 10 minutes, the officers came out with the man that I had called about. 
W-en the officers broupht him out, he was still struggling with them. There was 
a lot of people out In the street and on the sidewalk. Someone asked me what 
was going on, and I said that it's just a suspect. The crowd of peopje moved 
in, trying to get to the man. The officers got the man in the oar and left . 
About this time, some officer said, "I'm sure we've got the man that shot officer 
Tippit. This was the first I knew of an officer being Act. I asked him where 
Officer Tippit had gotten s'^ot, and he said down on Tenth . Later on I found 
out that the inan's name, who the officers arrested at the Texas Theater, was 
Lee Harvey Oswald. 
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
